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THREE  SUMMER  SCHOOLS 

This  Bulletin  carries  official  information  for  the  Normal  College 
Summer  School  at  Dillon,  the  Central  Montana  Regional  School  at 
Lewistown,  and  the  Eastern  Montana  Regional  Summer  School  at  Miles 
City. 

THE  TERM 

The  summer  session  opens  June  19  and  continues  nine  weeks. 
Registration  of  students  begins  Saturday,  June  17,  at  nine  o'clock. 
Regular  class  work  starts  Tuesday  morning,  June  20.  Students  will  find 
it  worth  while  to  enter  promptly  at  the  opening  of  the  term,  as  late 
entrants  are  always  at  a  disadvantage. 

REASONS  FOR  ATTENDING  OUR  SUMMER  SCHOOLS 

1.  The  teaching  staff  at  each  of  the  schools  is  selected  because  of 
special  fitness  for  the  work  of  training  teachers. 

2.  Training  school  facilities  at  each  institution  provide  opportunity 
for  observation  of  skillful  teaching  by  expert  training  instructors. 

3.  All  credits  earned  are  of  permanent  validity  for  certificates  or 
when  applied  toward  graduation.  Grades  made  in  summer  school  are 
accepted  in  lieu  of  examination  in  certificate  subjects. 

4.  Legal  normal  training  requirements  may  be  met  by  successful 
attendance  during  the  summer  session. 

5.  A  uniform  program  of  special  lectures  by  prominent  Montana 
educators  and  by  lecturers  from  outside  the  state  will  be  given  at  each 
school. 

6.  An  Ellison-White  major  circuit  Chautauqua  is  held  during  the 
summer  sessions  at  Dillon,  Lewistown  and  Miles  City. 

7.  The  churches  of  each  community  where  the  summer  schools  are 
held  welcome  students.  A  valuable  part  of  the  student's  summer  school 
experience  should  result  from  attendance  upon  religious  services. 

8.  Entertainments  and  social  gatherings  of  students,  faculty  and 
townspeople  add  to  the  life  and  educational  significance  of  a  summer 
spent  in  school. 

EACH  COMMUNITY  ALSO  OFFERS  ATTRACTIONS  OF  ITS  OWN 

At  Dillon 

Excursions  and  picnic  parties  and  the  annual  "Go"  to  mountains 
and  canyons. 

Educational  excursion  parties  to  Virginia  City  and  Bannack,  terri- 
torial capitals  of  Montana,  and  to  mines  and  vicinities  of  geological 
interest. 

Lecture  and  entertainment  course  of  several  numbers. 

The  new  dining-room  and  recreation  pavillion  now  in  process  of  con- 
struction will  be  ready  for  use.     The  new  training  school  building,  sec- 
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ond  to  none  as  a  model  school  plant,  has  greatly  added  to  our  building 

facilities  since  last  summer. 

At  Lewistovvn 

Weekly  concerts  by  the  Elks'  hand. 

Use  of  the  municipal  swimming  pool,  city  playgrounds,  and  athletic 
courts. 

Excursions  and  picnic  parties  to  the  nearby  mountains. 

Educational  excursions  to  ice  caves,  oil  fields,  and  refineries. 

The  Fergus  County  High  School  building  is  one  of  the  finest  in 
Montana.  The  new  Junior  High  School  building,  first  ready  for  occu- 
pancy in  June,  1922,  is  a  model  school  plant. 

At  Miles  City 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  committee  cooperates  with  the  faculty 
in  finding  rooms  and  living  accommodations  and  in  providing  car  rides, 
picnics,  and  dances. 

The  Andrus — Miles  City  Musical  Club  gives  entertainments  and 
assists  with  assembly  programs.  Weekly  concerts  by  the  Miles  City 
band. 

It  is  planned  to  have  both  the  municipal  swimming  pool  and  the 
plunge  in  the  new  high  school  building  ready  for  use. 

An  all-day  excursion  and  picnic  in  the  Pine  Hills  is  a  feature  of 
great  interest,  transportation  and  refreshments  being  provided  by  busi- 
ness men  of  the  city. 

Hikes,  car  rides,  and  field  trips  to  points  of  scientific  interest  are 
planned. 

The  Custer  County  High  School  building  in  which  the  summer 
school  will  be  held  is  one  of  the  best  in  the  state.  The  grade  school 
buildings  of  Miles  City  are  as  good  as  the  best. 

REFUND  OF  RAILROAD  FARE 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  123,  Session  Laws  of 
1917,  and  under  regulations  established  by  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, one-half  the  railway  fare  in  excess  of  five  dollars  actually  paid  by 
any  student  for  a  round  trip  between  his  Montana  home  and  any  institu- 
tion of  the  University  of  Montana,  once  each  year,  will  be  refunded. 
Students  must  present  receipts  for  the  fare  thus  paid.  To  receive  a 
refund  the  student  must  have  been  regularly  enrolled,  remain  to  the 
close  of  the  session  after  an  attendance  of  not  less  than  four  weeks,  and 
earn  final  grades  in  not  less  than  six  quarter  credits  of  work. 

These  provisions  apply  to  the  summer  schools  maintained  by  the 
University  of  Montana  at  Dillon,  Lewistown,  Miles  City,  Missoula,  and 
Bozeman.  Notice  that  the  amount  refunded  in  the  summer  of  1922  is 
only  one-half  the  usual  sum.  This  is  part  of  the  retrenchment  program 
carried  out  by  the  University  in  helping  the  state  to  live   within  its 


ADMISSION  REQUIREMENT 

High  school  graduates  and  others  whose  secondary  training  enables 
them  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  "certificate  standards"  which 
follow  may  enroll  regularly.  Those  who  have  had  less  than  two  years 
of  secondary  training  may  not  enroll  in  certificate  subjects.  They  may 
enroll  in  certain  courses  of  high  school  rank  offered  only  at  Lewistown 
and  Miles  City.  Such  students  should  write  to  Director  C.  G.  Manning, 
Lewistown,  or  A.  T.  Peterson,  Miles  City,  for  information  about  high 
school  courses. 

TEACHERS'  CERTIFICATES 

A  large  number  of  students  in  the  summer  session  are  teachers 
ambitious  to  advance  their  professional  status  by  adding  to  their  train- 
ing while  meeting  legal  requirements  or  securing  a  certificate  of  higher 
grade.  For  the  information  and  convenience  of  such  teachers,  the  cer- 
tificate credit  standards  and  regulations  applied  in  all  Montana  summer 
schools  are  here  published. 

A  definition  of  the  twelve  weeks  of  normal  training  without  which 
"no  person  shall  be  given  a  regular  certificate  to  teach"  after  July  1, 
1920,  is  also  given. 

Certificate  Standards 

Following  are  the  standards  for  credits  accepted  on  teachers'  cer- 
tificates established  for  summer  schools  and  the  institutions  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Montana  and  jointly  adopted  by  the  executives  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Montana  and  the  State  Board  of  Educational  Examiners  on 
January  16,  1920,  to  be  effective  on  and  after  June  7,  1920,  as  amended 
by  the  State  Board  of  Educational  Examiners  on  March  12,  1921.  No 
certificate  credits  obtained  prior  to  that  date  will  be  altered  by  these 
provisions : 

A.  Regulations  for  those  seeking  credits  on  certificate  subjects, 
but  not  seeking  to  meet  the  legal  requirements  for  twelve  weeks  of 
normal  training  as  set  forth  in  Chapter  114,  Session  Laws  of  1917 : 

(1)  Before  taking  courses  accepted  for  credit  on  second  grade 
teachers'  certificates  at  Montana  summer  schools  and  at  any  of  the  insti- 
tutions of  the  University  of  Montana,  candidates  must  have  had  a  mini- 
mum of  two  years  of  high  school  training  or  its  equivalent. 

(2)  Before  taking  courses  accepted  for  credit  on  first  grade  teach- 
ers' certificates  at  Montana  summer  schools  and  at  any  of  the  institu- 
tions of  the  University  of  Montana,  candidates  must  have  had  a  mini- 
mum of  three  years  of  high  school  training  or  its  equivalent. 

(3)  Before  taking  courses  accepted  for  credit  on  professional  grade 
certificates,  candidates  must  be  graduates  from  an  accredited  high 
school  or  have  had  an  equivalent  preparation. 

(4)  "Equivalent  preparation"  shall  be  determined  in  the  several 
institutions  of  the  University  of  Montana  by  the  administrative  machin- 
ery which  now  exists  for  the  determination  of  entrance  and  advanced 
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standing  credits  of  all  students  therein;  but  teaching  experience  shall 
not  be  counted  as  academic  preparation.  In  the  summer  schools  not 
under  the  control  of  the  University  of  Montana  "equivalent  prepara- 
tion" shall  he  determined  under  rules  and  regulations  fixed  by  the  super- 
intendent of  public  instruction. 

(5)  Certificate  subjects  shall  be  measured  in  terms  of  hours  of 
classroom  work  of  approximately  60  minutes  each  with  an  average  prep- 
aration of  one  hour  and  30  minutes.  In  summer  schools  under  the  juris- 
diction of  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  subjects  other  than 
certificate  subjects  shall  meet  the  same  requirements.  The  minimum 
number  of  classroom  hours  for  each  certificate  subject  shall  be  as 
follows :

(6)  Fifteen  or  sixteen  hours  of  classroom  work  will  constitute  a 
normal  weekly  program.  Students  of  exceptional  ability  may  with  the 
approval  of  the  faculty  be  permitted  to  carry  a  maximum  of  twenty 
hours  of  class  work  per  week. 

Excessive  class  registration  which  necessarily  limits  the  quality  of 
the  work  may  be  deemed  sufficient  ground  for  withholding  certificate 
credit.  No  certificate  credit  will  be  recognized  if  earned  in  a  class 
enrolling  more  than  forty  students  unless  it  can  be  shown  that  such  class 
was  conducted  by  a  teacher  of  superior  ability  and  under  favorable  con- 
ditions. 

(7)  The  same  standards  shall  also  apply  to  the  credits  obtained 
through  correspondence  courses  which  are  completed  after  June  7,  1920. 

(The  above  standards  apply  only  to  the  submission  of  credits  in  lieu 
of  examination.  Anyone  who  has  had  two  years  of  high  school  work 
and  twelve  weeks  of  normal  training  may  write  upon  an  examination 
for  any  of  the  above  grades  of  certificates.) 

B.  Standards  for  those  seeking  to  meet  the  legal  requirement  of 
twelve  weeks  of  normal  training  as  set  forth  in  Chapter  114,  Session 
Laws  of  1917. 

(1)  Students  must  have  a  minimum  academic  preparation  of  two 
years  of  high  school  work  or  its  equivalent  as  stipulated  in  Chapter  114, 
Session  Laws,  1917,  Section  5. 

(2)  Any  student  carrying  and  passing  in  135  classroom  hours  of 
work  will  be  considered  as  having  met  the  requirements  of  twelve  weeks 
of  normal  training.  One  classroom  hour  of  credit  shall  be  interpreted 
to  mean  two  and  one-half  hours  in  class  and  preparation  ( as  fixed  under 
A  (5)  above). 
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(3)  Such  students  shall  also  conform  to  the  other  standards  set 
forth  in  A  (5)  and  (6)  above. 

(4)  Two-thirds  of  the  work  in  the  twelve  weeks  of  normal  training 
shall  be  in  the  above  certificate  subjects. 

(5)  Life  certificate  subjects  may  be  considered  as  certificate  sub- 
jects for  meeting  the  conditions  in  (4)  above. 


COURSES 

Subjects  required  for  second,  first  and  professional  grade  certifi- 
cates are  offered  at  each  of  the  schools.  In  addition,  music  and  physical 
education  are  offered  at  Lewistown  and  Miles  City.  A  limited  amount 
of  high  school  work  for  persons  who  have  had  less  than  two  years  of 
secondary  training  may  be  taken  at  Lewistown  or  Miles  City,  but  no  high 
school  courses  are  offered  at  Dillon.  College  credit  is  recorded  for  all 
regular  work  satisfactorily  completed  in  any  of  the  three  schools. 

In  the  list  of  courses  which  follows,  all  of  which  are  given  at  the 
College,  and  those  marked  with  an  asterisk  (*)  at  the  regional  schools, 
course  names  and  catalog  numbers  are  given.  For  description  of  these 
courses  consult  the  current  annual  catalog  of  the  college,  which  may  be 
found  at  the  office  of  the  county  superintendent  or  secured  by  a  post- 
card request  addressed  to  the  Registrar.  The  number  of  credits  in  con- 
nection with  each  course  refers  to  its  value  applied  toward  graduation, 
for  which  ninety-six  quarter  credits  are  required.  "Required"  means 
that  a  course  must  be  completed  to  earn  the  Normal  College  diploma. 
Certificate  subject  names  are  printed  in  bold-face  type.

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DIPLOMA  REQUIREMENTS 

A  Normal  College  diploma  may  be  earned  in  two  years.  Ninety-six 
credits  are  required.  Each  summer  of  successful  attendance  reduces  by 
twelve  credits  the  distance  between  high  school  graduation  and  "stand- 
ard preparation"  represented  by  the  Normal  College  diploma.  This 
diploma  becomes  a  life  state  certificate  after  the  holder  has  taught  suc- 
cessfully twenty-seven  months.

Restrictions  Upon  Electives 

Students  whose  high  school  preparation  includes :  only  one  unit  of 
history  elect  six  credits  in  addition  to  required  courses  in  the  subject ; 
only  one  unit  of  science  elect  six  credits  in  a  science  not  pursued  in  high 
school.  Girls  whose  high  school  course  included  no  home  economics, 
elect  course  (1)  and  (2)  in  home  economics. 

Exemptions 

The  purpose  of  the  Normal  College  curriculum  is  to  give  each  stu- 
dent maximum  professional  development  rather  than  to  insure  a  uniform 
type  of  teacher.  Following  this  ideal,  students  are  systematically 
exempted  from  required  courses  whenever  it  appears  that  a  considerable 
portion  of  their  content  might  be  unprofitable  repetition  of  previous 
experience  or  training.  In  lieu  of  such  exemptions,  an  equal  amount 
of  elective  work  must  be  completed.  Teacher-training  high  school  grad- 
uates who  establish  an  excellent  record  in  college  classes  are  exempted 
from  a  limited  number  of  courses ;  students  having  completed  a  course 
in  economics  are  exempted  from  economics ;  teachers  of  successful  expe- 
rience in  closely  supervised  school  systems  may  be  exempted  from  ele- 
mentary courses  in  the  subjects  they  have  taught  and  carry  advanced 
work  in  the  same  or  related  fields.  In  the  same  way,  experienced  teach- 
ers, after  demonstrating  ability  and  probable  limit  of  profitable  contact 
with  the  training  school,  may  be  excused  from  further  directed  teaching 
and  permitted  to  elect  other  work. 
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EXPENSES  OF  ATTENDING 

Fees  and  Deposits 

A  registration  fee  of  $10.00  is  charged  for  the  summer  quarter  or 
any  part  thereof.  Students  in  manual  training  and  home  economics  pay 
for  material  used.  A  library  deposit  of  one  dollar  is  required  of  all  stu- 
dents ;  this  is  returned,  less  fines  incurred.  A  locker  deposit  of  fifty 
cents  is  required  of  students  in  physical  education ;  this  is  returnable. 
Those  who  take  instrumental  music  pay  for  lessons  and  piano  rental  if 
College  pianos  are  used  for  practice. 

The  foregoing  charges  are  in  force  at  all  the  summer  schools  con- 
ducted by  the  Normal  College. 

BOARD  AND  ROOM 

The  price  of  room  per  student  in  the  residence  halls  at  Dillon  varies 
from  $5.25  to  $7.75  per  month,  two  occupying  each  room.  Rooms  in  the 
new  residence  hall  are  furnished  with  single  beds.  Laundry  facilities 
are  free.  Bed  linen  is  furnished  by  the  College.  The  charge  for  meals 
at  the  residence  hall  is  $22.00  per  month.  Room  and  board  are  payable 
by  the  month  in  advance. 

In  assigning  rooms  at  the  residence  halls  preference  will  be  given  to 
the  younger  girls.  State  your  age  in  applying  for  reservations.  This 
will  save  delay  and  useless  correspondence.  A  five  dollar  returnable 
deposit  is  required  to  reserve  a  room. 

A  full  list  of  rooms  in  town  is  on  file  with  the  Dean,  who  exercises 
supervision  over  living  conditions  of  students  not  housed  in  the  resi- 
dence halls.  The  younger  girls  who  have  not  reserved  rooms  at  the  resi- 
dence halls  must  apply  to  the  Dean  upon  arrival  in  Dillon.  Students 
who  wish  to  earn  expenses  while  in  school  should  consult  the  Dean  or 
the  Student  Help  Committee  before  making  definite  arrangements. 

A  cafeteria  serving  all  meals  is  maintained  at  the  new  Residence 
Hall  Dining  Room. 

At  Lewistown 

The  charge  for  rooms  at  the  dormitory  is  five  dollars  a  month,  two 
or  three  occupying  a  room.  Bedding  and  towels  must  be  furnished  by 
the  student,  this  including  provision  for  laundering  these.  The  price  of 
table  board  at  the  dormitory  is  $22.00  a  month. 

At  Miles  City 

The  Director  of  the  summer  session  has  on  file  a  long  list  of 
approved  rooms  in  the  best  homes,  which  may  be  had  at  reasonable  rates. 
A  member  of  the  faculty  exercises  general  supervision  over  housing  con- 
ditions. 

A  cafeteria  is  conducted,  and  table  board  may  be  secured  at  $22.00 
a  month.

TO  BE  NOTED 

1.  Certificate  Information.  (Number  of  College  credits  follows 
each  subject.) 

Second  grade  subjects  are  reading  (4),  writing  (1),  arithmetic  (4), 
spelling  (1),  grammar  (4),  geography  (4),  physiology-hygiene  (3), 
United  States  history  (4),  civics  (4),  theory  and  art  (4),  agricul- 
ture (4). 

First  grade,  added  to  the  above,  American  literature  (4),  physical 
geography  (4),  elementary  psychology  (4),  school  management  (3). 

Professional  grade,  added  to  all  the  foregoing,  school  law  (1),  edu- 
cational psychology  (4),  principles  of  education  (4). 

These  eighteen  subjects  are  offered  at  each  of  the  schools ;  state 
certificate  subjects  offered  only  at  the  Normal  college  are  English  liter- 
ature (4),  history  of  education  (4),  general  history  (4). 

2.  Normal  Training  Requirements.  A  minimum  of  twelve  credits 
must  be  completed,  at  least  eight  of  these  being  in  certificate  subjects. 

3.  Normal  Registration  is  for  twelve  credits.  Students  who 
wish  to  carry  more  must  file  a  "petition  for  excess  work,"  when 
registering,  with  credentials  which  prove  unusual  ability.  Those  who 
have  ever  been  in  any  department  of  the  Normal  College  previously  will 
be  rated  upon  the  number  of  honor  points  earned,  according  to  this 
schedule : 

75 —  79 No   points 

80 —  84 One  point  per  credit 

85 —  94 Two  points  per  credit 

95 — 100 Three  points  per  credit 

No  petition  for  excess  work  will  be  granted  unless  the  student  earned 
twice  as  many  honor  points  as  credits  during  the  last  quarter  or  term  in 
attendance.  Honor  students  from  high  schools  should  bring  evidence  of 
their  high  standing  if  they  are  ambitious  to  register  for  more  than  a  nor- 
mal program.  Five  per  cent  of  the  1,114  students  registered  last  sum- 
mer were  allowed  the  maximum  program,  16  credits. 

4.  Advanced  Standing  and  Entrance  Examinations  will  be  con- 
ducted at  each  of  the  schools,  June  23,  24,  in  strict  accordance  with  pro- 
visions in  the  annual  catalog,  page  15.  Credits  earned  in  this  way  do 
not  count  for  certificate  grades  nor  toward  normal  training  require- 
ments. Application  for  such  examinations  must  be  filed  with  the  direc- 
tor or  at  the  College  office. 

5.  Mrs.  Margaret  Craig  Curran,  Director  of  the  Teachers'  Service 
Division,  will  spend  some  time  at  each  of  the  schools.  She  will  answer 
questions  relative  to  correspondence  study  and  the  Normal  College 
curriculum. 
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6.  County  Superintendents  frequently  visit  the  summer  schools  and 
confer  with  their  teachers.  Representatives  of  the  State  Department  of 
Education  will  visit  each  of  the  schools  and  confer  with  students  about 
certificate  and  educational  problems. 

7.  Students  who  have  had  irregular  training  or  who  are  in  doubt 
as  to  whether  they  have  had  the  requisite  secondary  credit  to  admit  them 
to  certificate  courses  in  which  they  are  intersted  should  assemble  all  cre- 
dentials and  bring  them  for  use  at  registration.  It  sometimes  requires 
months  to  secure  reliable  data  concerning  work  done  long  ago  in  schools 
no  longer  in  existence.  If  you  have  an  irregular  record,  begin  to  assem- 
ble your  records  now. 

8.  For  certificate  grades,  credit  in  the  Normal  College,  or  for  satis- p 
faction  of  legal  normal  training  requirements,  work  done  at  the  Regional 
Summer  Schools  has  exactly  the  same  status  as  if  completed  at  Dillon. 
Students  just  out  of  high  school  can  without  disadvantage  work  at 
Lewistown  or  Miles  City  several  summers  in  earning  credits  toward  a 
diploma.  One  year  of  resident  attendance  at  the  College  is  required 
before  a  diploma  may  be  granted. 

9.  At  the  close  of  the  summer  session  you  may  wish  to  continue 
your  training  by  doing  correspondence  study  work.  For  particulars, 
write  for  a  correspondence  study  bulletin.
